COURT FOR BOYS 


Expressing alarm over “an appal.- 
ing increase of crime among boys of 
16 to 20 years,” Judge John D. 
Humphries, of the Fulton county su- 
perior court. declared in his charge 


an intermediary court should be ¢s- 
tablished for consideration of cases 
for these youths. Judge Humphries 
deplored the “unfortunate arrange- 
ment’ which makes it necessary for 
young boys to go to chaingangs 
where they come in contact with 
hardened and experienced criminals. 

Judge Humphries termed the situa- 
tion “one of the greatest tragedies ¢i 
the day.” declaring that something 
should be done to remedy the present 
system which is “ineffectual and im- 
proper.” Boys between the ages of 
16 and 20 can not be admitted to re- 
formatories, Judge Humphries set 
out in his charge. and some sort of 
institution or court should be estab- 
lished for disposition of such cases, 
he said. 

Other subjects discussed by Judge 
Humphries included a general reter- 
ence to “law enforcement.” 

“More than mere infringement of 

statute is involved in law-break- 
ing.’ he said. “There is the ques- 
tion of a weakening of the public's 
attitude toward laws and = institn 
tions. The public should be traine:! 
in law observance. It id the cer- 
tainty of punishment that deters 
crime, not sporadic episodes of strici 
enforcement.”
